Fie said that words could not describe his 
anguish, extending through many weeks. 
Ho often hoped for death. Don. Edward 
Everett wasonr minister to England, and, 
after many veratious delays, he finally 
secured Iho releaso of Dr. Howe. His con- 
stitution was fihat'^red, and ho was for 
ranny years n sufferer.— [r.ouisvillo Courier- 
Journp1.
